FINANCIAL AID 

If you need financial help to continue your education, 
Shelton State participates in several financial aid pro- 
grams including Federal Pell Grant, Federal 
Supplemental Educational Opportunity Grant 
(FSEOGj, Federal Work-Study Program, Displaced 
Homemaker/Gender Equity Program, Job Training 
Partnership Act (JTPA), Vocational Rehabilitation Service, 
Alabama Student Assistance Program, VA Benefits. 
Students must complete the Free Application for 
Federal Student Aid (available through your high school 
counselor or from the Financial Aid Office at Shelton 
State). You should complete this form as soon as possi- 
ble, and you must complete a form each year you wish 
to be considered for financial aid. The College also offers 
academic, technical, fine arts, and Ambassador scholar- 
ships, as well as scholarships sponsored through the 
Shelton State Foundation.

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TRANSFER OF CREDIT 

The majority of the academic courses offered by Shelton State 
can be transferred to other community colleges, as well as to 
four-year institutions in Alabama and around the nation. 
Shelton State was the first community college in Alabama to 
adopt a semester system for classes, allowing students to trans- 
fer credits more easily to major universities and colleges. 
Also, students can earn an Associate Degree at Shelton State in 
one of many academic disciplines and then complete their 
studies for a bachelor's degree at the college or university of 
their choice.
